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the will"; the r«'idial cell docs not extend beyond the middle, and the 
eit^hth apical cell is very large and inversely triangular. 

Platypedia primigenia Cockerell. 

Described and figured in 'Fhc American Journal of Science for 
January, 190S, p. 52. from a well preserved specimen found at 
Florissant in 1907. The following arc some of the salient char- 
acters: Length about 23 mm. (the apex of abdomen is lost). Com- 
pared with the living putuami, the body is larger and more robust. 
As in that species the femora are black. P. primic/cnia will be easily 
known from LitJiocicada perila Cockerell, by the shape of the eighth 
apical cell, and from Cicada grand iosa Scudd., by the much smaller 
size. 

It is interesting to learn that the genus Platypedia was represented 
in Colorado in Miocene times, as it is today.
